Exceptionally heavy rainfalls, 
followed by devastating floods, and 
the almost complete lack of drought 
periods, were the outstanding 
weather fenture in several eastern 
homlaphere countries, during the 
firat cight months of 1934. 


Poland suffered the heaviest 
damnge, with about 600 lives lost 
and $260,000,000 damages during 
the great June floods, while two 
villages were wiped out and 60 
people ‘drowned fn Norway, when 
thousands of tons of rock crashed in 
a narrow fjord enuaing 200 ft. high 
waves, in the most ‘unusual Euro- 
pean disagter ofthe year.

The controversial features of 
the-Unemployment Act, which be- 
came law In Britain last June, have 
engaged much. attention. But too 
little has. been said about ‘one of 
its phases which provided that all 
unemployed girls and boya between. 
the ages of 14 and 18 might be 
required. to go through courses, ot, 
Juvenile instruction centres. -Edu- 
cation authorities nre riow enden- 
vouring to meet the new demand 
upon their services. It should 
be understood that this far-reach- 
not an experl- 
ment. Since 1918 it haa been 
puraued under a number of acta 
of Parliament which provided that 
unemployed boys and girla under 
certain’ circumatances should be 
to attend instruction 
schools, “The experience helped to 
sfivo thotwands of young persons 
from that lors of morale which so 
often results fram tnemployment. 
Crime ‘among them was Infrequent. 
Character and physique :improved. 


LASTING EFFECTS 


Tlits being the ‘lesson taught by 
prolonged experiment, the exten- 
sion of the seryice tv all the young 
unemployed is in reform which 
should have lasting effects on the 
whole life of the natlon, , Hence- 
forward, all young people up to the 
age of 18 will, ff cout of work, 
elther be compelled to attend the 
centres, or, If unusually intelligent 
will be given special 
educational facilities. It may be 
admitted that it would be better 
SUM if the children were kept 
longer at school—ideally, till 16 
rather than 14,.. Such a provision 
would «almost sbolish unemploy- 
ment among juveniles. and would 
remove tho necessity for tnemploy-" 
ed instruction centres. But in the 
nbsence of such an provision the 
next best thing is that these cen- 
tres should be universally avaflable 
for boys and girla at their most 
impressionable age, :

YARON Pompoo Aloisi, a Roman

of Italian diplomats whose words 
mean facts, whose every , step 
means reaults, 

His political foree is in no wise 
dependent upon the verbose pole- 
mics,so dear to modern diplomacy, 
for he is not a great orntor of the 
type of Jaures or Briand. ‘ 

His aim is always creative 
political action, ‘complying with 
the natural Jaws of human society, 
rather than with the good rules of 
rhetoric. Speech, slow in coming 
and’ sometimes harsh, {s merely an 
instrument with him, advantage- 
ously used to plan, organise and 
establish -definite situntiona.-. In 
this respect he might perhaps be 
compared to, Bismarck, whose 
harsh, slow locution was far more 
effective thin. an ensy stream of 
words, such as flowed Pleasantly 
from the mouth of German So- 
cialist, Ferdinand Bebel. His atyle 
of speech, plain facts and no trim- 
mings, comes to him, no doubt, 
from his early training in the 
Itallan Navy (1893-1902) which he 
left with the rank of Heutenant to 
follow what his elders defined on 
various ‘occasions as an inborn 
tnlent for politics. 

In a remarkably short span of 
years he rose frorh his first diplo- 
matle post a8 attache to the [talian 
Embassy in Paris to that of first 
secretary and afterward counsellor 
of Legation. At the outbreak of 
the Great War. he was. called to 
serve in the navy with the rank of 
lieutenant-commander and, after 
being appointed alde-de-camp to 
King Victor Emmanuel, was pro- 
moted to commander, 

The year 1919 finds him' chief 
of the press bureau in. the Italian 
(delegation to the Pence Conference 
und shortly. .afterward, having 
resumed hig place in the diploma- 
tie service, he rises quickly from 
High Commissioner and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to -full ambassa- 
dorlal rank, serving Copenhagen, 
Memel, Durazzo, Bucharest, Tokyo 
and Ankara. He is row Chef de 
Cabinet at the Foreign office {tn 
Rome, the acknowledged chief of 
the Paluzzo Chigi, executive, that 
is. of Signor Benito Mussolini's 
fareign policy. Since July, 1932, 
be haa been “principal Itallan de. 
legate to the Lengue of Nations. .

» The man, -indeed, can best be 
judged by his achievements, for jt 
is difflcult-to find one more reserved 
than he, and more careful of evad- 
ing publicity in every form. For 
this reason he is‘ gomietimes mis- 
understood, or qt leart not always 
valued to the full, capecially by 
those who are benerth. his own 
standard, . 

A few episodes from his varied 
career_may be_told_here_to_cast 
light upon his remarkable person- 
ality, . 

The ° first ' episode, _somewhnt 
romantic in colour, hardly belongs 
fo the sphere of diplomatic or 
politicn! activity, but its brilliant 
conclusion was worth so much to 
Italy at, the time, that through no 
diplomatic channel could the cause 
of the country have been served go 
thoroughly as it was through this 
scheme, universally . believed to 
have been planned and carried out 
by Baron Alois}, : 

Toward the end of 1916, and 18 
months after Italy's entry ‘Into the

The people were then scized 
with terror and frantic appenls 
were mado .to the Government to 


use all moans in its power to re-' 


medy this tragic situation. Sud- 
dlenly Baron Aloisi camo forward 
to solve the fearful problem, or at 
least it ia to him that the organisa. 
tion of the counter-plot is univere 
sally ascribed, 

The vast. network of Austrian 
apics in Italy was controlled from 
the Austrian Consulate in Zurich, 
where Captain Mayer, in charge of 
the office, conducted the enmpaiyn 
of criminal attempts In the penin- 
suln, The consular safe held 
secret codes, correspondence and 
names. In order to avoid Saptat: 
sant surprises during the night, 
Captain Mayer made a habit of 
leaving Hghts ablaze in.the room 
with the safe,.so that whatever 
went on there could be seen from 
tthe street, where trafic never 
ceared throughout the 24 hours: 

On the night of Feb, 24, 1917, 
two men wenring masks stole {nto 
the lighted room, and screened 
themselves and the bafe behind a 
uheet of oflcloth. For six solid 
hours did the two men work to 
burgle the safe and remove every 
single bit of paper it contained, 
and then, by way of a souvenir for 
Captain Mayer, left thelr tools in 
a neat array on the flocr, : 

On the following day the Italian 
boundary Hine ‘with neutral coun- 
tries was “hermetically, sealed” 
and remained inaccessible for three 
days, during which the Italfan 
police captured hundreds of sples, 
secret agents and Austrian infor- 
mera, scattered all over the king- 
dom.

Rumour spread 
like wildfire that the organiser of 
this remarkable feat was Baron 
Aloisi, but it was never offleiall 
confirmed and never can’ be. .

PROBLEM 


The Colony’s-slum problem 
was touched upon at the recent 
annual meeting of the Society 
for the Protection of Children. 
That there: is strong need for 
the demolition of much of the 
old property in) the more con- 
xested. districts of Hongkong 
there cannot be the least doubt. 
In particular doés this upply to 
the tenement-house typeof 
building, in whieh overcrowding 
is so marked. But it is perfect- 
ly true, as Mr. Kotewall pointed 
out in hjs remarks, that even 
if slum clearance is tackled suc- 
vessfully, the problem of over- 
crowding will remain until such 
time’as the earnings of unskilled 
labour are such as to permit of 
the renting ‘of more hygienic 
premises, For the 
majority of — the people 
which the Society for the Pro- 


more and better food and cloth- 
ing are the prime necessities, 
with improved housing occupy- 
ing a relatively secondary’ posi- 
tion. It will therefore be seen 
that the problem is basically an 
economic one, with poverty the 
dominating factor in a situation 
complicated, as His Excellency 
the Governor remarked, by the 
easy entry of poor and un- 
employed people from neigh- 
bouring territory: His Excel- 
lency confesses that he has been 
unable to find any remedy which 
will-meet «the case, Nor is it 
ensy to see what immediately 
effective measures can be taken 
to deal with the problem. 
Ameliorative work is being done 
by Whe S.P.C. and other bodies,
